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The Commission files contain a number of films and audio ^ ^ ; 3. 
recordings forwarded to us from the State of Texas and originally ,\rj. 
obtained from Dallas radio and TV stations* Examination of these - 
films and recordings has suggested that it would be extremely v , 

Valuable to gather together all films, video tapes, still pictures*. 
and radio tape recordings which rotate to the Ruby case* The 
Commission does not seem to now possess a complete set of films 
and recordings nor does it appear that a systematic survey to obtain :■ 
all such films lias been made. ^ i 

One example from our viewing of films now la the Commissions 
files illustrated the importance of such films: j ■‘•izi?

The following specific suggestions for organizing and 
assembling films, video tapes, still photographs and sound tapes ' . 

are offered in connection with the Ruby investigation:

1. A composite movie film should be made for use of 
the staff and the Commission which will contain in chronological 
order^ every movie film, video tape* and significant still pictures . 
taken at the Dallas City Jail from the time that Oswald was arrested 
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until the lato evening o£ November 24. Such a film would be Inter- 
spersed with explanatory comments stating who took the particular 
film clip* the lima, at which it was taken, and wh|it Jack Ruby was 
known to have been doing at that time. The film. [‘Its elf would be 
programmed in connection with sound recordings so that the operator, 
of the projector would stop the film to play pertihent sound recordings - 
which did not appear on TV. - At some points, this video or movie 
sound track'might be phased out, particularly where they contain only 
comments 5 * 7 of the TV announcer, and tape recordings talon concurrently 
might be inserted on the sound track. The movie film would also be 
so physically constructed that it could be stopped and individual panels 
displayed to the viewers. //,- j - 

j 2, In order to compile such a film, the FBX ollould be 

requested to make a comprehensive survey of news media repre- 
sentatives, police investigators, and private individuals known to 
have been on hand to obtain every video tape, movie film, still ■ 
photograph, and audio recording in existence which was made at 
the Dallas Police Department from November 22 through November 24 * 

3. The FBI should also be requested to look for movie * 
films, video tapes, audio recordings and still photographs taken at 
spots that Ruby visited at known times* A few of such spots would 
be: the scene of the Presidential assassination between 2 p.m. and ; . 

4 p.m. on Saturday, November 23, Parkland Hospital between 
• 1:10 and 1:45 p.m. on Friday, November 22. ,
